C/Tlie following appreciation of Col. Bentou, 
lVom the New York Tribune, is, we think, a 
the most fu«t and di«crlminatin 

has elicited: 

Iu tha death «f Mr Bentou the country loses 
one of it* marked public characters. He was a 
man of treat fore*, but that force was of a PCT- 

•onal rather than of an intellectual nature. An 
inten* in* vkhtnlity characterized all tlitt he said 
and did. His frame was larpe, his health robust, 
his nature buriy. He was truculent , energetic, 
intrepid, willful, and indomitable. He always 
wore a resolute and determined air, and, simply 
viewed a* an animal, possessed a very command 
iogasaact. Hc <" r0,1 " ' lnto public life with these 
qualities all prominent and bristling. Whenever 
he shone, he s tone in the exhibition of them. — 
His intellectual powers always appeared as sub 
sidiarr; they never took the lead, never appeared 
io bo the propelling force iu any of the marked 
epochs of his life. The leading points of his 
career were his land reform measure; his opposi 
t ion to the old United States Bnak ; his expunging 
resolution; his war on Mr Calhoun after his dis- 
appointment in the succession to the Presidency; 
and his hostility to the Compromise measures of 
1850 In ell these contests, at least in all but 
that for the reform of the land system he bore 
himself as a fighting man. He carried this so 
far as to allude, in oue of his later Senatorial 
exhibitions, to a pair of pistols which he said had 
never been used but a funeral had followed. 

Mr. Benton had been ten vests in the Senate 
before he was known to the country as a promi 
nent debater. The discussion on the United 
States Bank question brought him out fully, and 
was of a character to exhibit his powers to the 
greatest possible advantage. It was a question 
that touched the feelings and the private interests 
of individuals deeplr, and roused the intensest 
ardor of all partisan politicians. The debates, 
were heated and fiercely personal. A hand-to 
hand political encounter overspread the country. 
This contest suited Benton exactly. He loved 
the turmoil and the war, and he rose with each 
successive exigency until he became, par excel 
Unee, the champion of General Jackson's admin- 
istration in it* contest with the Bank. On one 
occasion, 1830-'31, he made a speech of four 
days At the close of the fourth day, Mr. Cal 
noun sarcastically remarked that Mr. Benton had 
taken one 
than it 
Fi 

The intellectual strength of Mr. Benton's ef 
forts never impressed his great adversaries, Clav. 
Calhoun, and Webster. They never regarded 
him as belonging to their class, intellectually. — 
Yet they always appreciated aud dreaded his great 
personal force. In no case did this peculiar Ben- 
Ionian ability manifest itself more clearly or 
more offensively than in the passage of the ex 
punging resolution. Gen. Jackson had been con 
sured by theSenate, in a resolution drawn by Mr. 
Clay, for acting "iu derogation of the Constitu- 
tion." Mr. Benton set about to remove the cen 
sure by expunging it from the records. He has 
told how he accomplished this in his "Thirty 
Yenrs'View." The story is fairly told and il 
lustrates the man perfectly. The whole transac 
tion bears the marks of a haughty, domineering, 
and repulsive spirit. The reader as he pursues 
Mr. Benton's account of it, feels the triumph to 
be of a coarse and vulgar character, the work of 
ill-temper and passion, with not a single flash of 
intellectual or moral elevation in the whole pro- 
ceeding. 

In his political career, Mr. Benton often showed 
himself a fierce and malignant, but never, we 
think, a generous adversary. It is said that, on 
his death bed. he has done full justice to Mr. 
Clay, in fiuishing his abridgement of the debates 
of MM. and it is pleasant to hear it We do not 
doubt that his temper was mollified in his later 
years, as he found himself rapidly approaching 
the termination of his life. In that debate, be 
came directly in collision with Mr. Clay, and was 
the only man. indeed, who offered, or was able to 
offer, anything like real practical resistance to the 
impetuous and overbearing march of that great 
parliamentary leader. In the great debate of 
lfolt, in the Senate, Mr. Clay crushed at will all 
effective opposition but that of Mr. Benton. On 
that occasion, Mr. Benton did not, however, fur- 
nish the brains of the debate anv more than on 
previous occasions. Mr. Seward, and others of 
the opposition, had done that much more strik 
ingly. But in parliamentary tactics, in the exhibi- 
tion of personal intrepidity, and individuality and 
manner — which in every legislative contest are 
important elements — Mr. Benton rose superior 
to every ally. His temper was roused, and he 
hurled wrath aud defiance at his enemies. On a 
question of parliamentary law, he came in immo 
diate conflict with Mr. Clay, who had the majority 
of the Senate with him and was determined to 
carry bis point. Mr. Benton met him with equal 
resolution, and with a bull dog ferocity that caus 
ed his antagonist to recede and yield the point 
from considerations of expediency. Mr. Benton 
was allowed his way. after hours of violent strug- 
gle and a night's deliberation of the majority. — 
It was, to a very great extent, a triumph of his 
fighting qualities Koote of Mississippi entered 
very largely into that debate, and persisted in 
dogging and attacking Benton. Benton, at last, 
bade him stop; he would bear no more of his in 
suits. Foote continued in the same strain. Ben 
ton rose from his seat, and strode directly to- 
wards Foote, as if to throttle him on the spot. — 
Foote fled, and Benton was checked; but Foote 
never uttered the name of Benton afterwards in 
the Senate. On another occasion Mr. Benton 
laid himself out to attack Mr. Calhoun. He did 
it with ability, but his bad blood, his ill temper, 
his violeuce of manner, and gross personalities 
were the predominant characteristics of the at- 
tack. There was no pleasure to be derived from 
it merely as an intellectual demonstration. On 
the contrary, it only impressed the hearer as re 



j and his fond and considerate attentions to an in 
! valid wife in her declining year* offered a spec- 
tacle honorable to humanity. He was the pre 
Iceptor of his children, whom he taught with the 
' same industry and assiduity that he always man! 
, tested in whatever he undertook. They were 
. Ben ionian in their ways, however, and did not all 
' please him in the choice of their mates; but we 
believe thev all, at last, had his entire approbt 
tion. the most repugnant of the matches to the

In all these examples, we see where Mr. Ben- 
ton's power lay as a parliamentarian, debater, 
aud a man He never carried his point by winning 
or convincing, or by pure mental effort. He nev- 
er reached his objects or accomplished his success- 
es by mere force of oratory or intellect. He 
never impressed his audience or the public by 
sheer strength of mind. It was his intense indi- 
viduality and animal force, acting upon an intel- 
lect of common scope and character, that gave 
him all his triumphs. His industry was great, 
and his memory remarkable. His knowledge 
was large, but it was in the domain of facts. He 
rose to the consideration of scientific prin- 
s, and perhaps never even to the commoner 
of philosophic generalisation. For himself, 
he claimed to be a man of "measures," rather 
than of principles or ideas. We should further 
qualify this claim by saying that he was chiefly a 
man of 'facts." His idea of currency and the 
"gold" reform, which occupied him for many 
years, were very crude; and, so far as we know, 
were never improved by after study or reflection. 
They found expression in the existing Sub-Treas 
ury system. Another favorite measure of his 
was a road to the Pacific, across tbe continent.— 
His services in establishing the preemption sys- 
tem iu the disposition of the public lands were 
conspicuous, and their results have been eminent 
iy beneficent, but we think the record of hia prin- 
cipal "measures" must stop here 

Mr. Benton's mental activity being confined to 
an inferior plane of action, however busy and iu 
dustrious, however constant and indomitable be 
might be, the very nature of his efforts prevented 
him from accomplishing much intellectually. We 
look in vain in the writings or speeches of such 
a man for any of the electric influences and in 
spiration which minds of a nobler mould often 
unconsciously impart He never spoke the word 
which touched the nation's heart. He himself 
thought be would make a good military comman 
der, and perhaps he was right. Of his personal 
peculiarities, his egotism was the most striking. 
It was a source of entertainment to his visitors, 
bis own apparent unconscioufness of this pecu 
liarity, or bis sublime conviction of its preemi- 
nent propriety in his own case, giving zest to iu 
oftentimes extravagant manifestations. 

Of his private life and domestic relations it 
gives us pleasure to speak in language of un- 
He was a devoted husband, 



repugnant 

paternal care, we believe, being the marriage of 
his daughter Ann to the late Republican candi- 
date for the Presidency. 

Mr. Beaton's moral character as a public man 
is also deserving of very high praise. In his 
public acta, we believe, he always followed the 
dictates of an honest purpose. He did not legis 
late for popularity, nor for pay, nor for any in 
dividual advantage in any way. He advocated 
and oppoaed public measures on the ground of 
what he considered to be their merits. His judg- 
ment may have been clouded bv passion or par- 
tisan feeling, as. no doubt, at times they were, 
but we believe he was always true to his convic- 
tions. Of venality and corruption in legislation 
he had an instinctive abhorrence, and. during the 
thirty years of his Senatorial life, we do not think 
the perfect integrity of his votes on all subjects, 
whether of a public or private character, was 
ever impugned. In this respect his example is 
worthy of the attention of all our rising public 
men, who, in this budding era of corruption, are 
likely to be tested by severer temptations 
than the statesmen of the past. Whatever else 
is unattainable in reputation to a legislator, the 
proud distinction of integrity is beyond no man's 
reach, and it is a virtue that is not'likely to lose 
any of iu lustre by being too common. 

Letter from Gov. Robinson of Kansas. 

The town of Fitchburg, Massachusetts, was 

the home of Dr. Robinson previous to his emi 
gration to Kansas, and to an old friend in 
that town he write* the following letter, which is 
published in the Fitchburg Reveille: 

Washington, April 3, 1858. 
Kansas is at a dead lock in Congress, and no 
one can predict the result. Should both Houses 
remain firm, and Kansas not be admitted, I 
shall visit Fitchburg, I think, next week; but 
should either House yield, 1 shall return imme 
diately to Kansas, without going to Massachu- 
setts. 

Let the result in Congress be what it may, 
none »ho are contemplating going to Kansas 
this season need delay or hesitate from fear of 
disturbance; for should Kansas be admitted un 
der the LccomDton Constitution, and Mr. Cal- 
houn give certificates of election, as Be has in 
dicated, no trouble can arise, as the Free State 
party will hare the government in their hands, and 
of course trill have no opposition of consequence. 

The people of Kansas have been schooled 
sufficiently to know how to rid themselves of the 
Lecompton or any other objectionable Constitu 
tion, should they desire it, without strife or 
bloodshed, if the power shall be in the hands of 
the majority. Of course, if we have the gov- 
ernment, we can do as the good of the State 
shall require, with "none to molest or make us 
afraid." Hence you see the reason why I have 
urged our people to vote for State officers un- 
der that Constitution, in order that we might not 
be left to the mercy of Congress or any other 
power. 1 noticed some time since that friend 
Piper, in the Reveille criticised our voting policy 
somewhat severely, and among other things, if I 
remember rightly,' said "it was inconsistent for 
us to vote for State officers on the same day that 
we voted against the Constitution." But how 
could we know that a majority of the people 
would vote against it? or, if they did, how 
could we know that Congress would regard that 
vote? 

All must admit that there was a possibility, if 
not probability, of our being admitted imo the 
Union under that Constitution, even though a 
majority of votes should be cast against it on the 
4th of January; and such being the case, why not 
put the Government under it iu the hands of our 
friends, so that, should there be any necessity 
for a change, or revolution, even, it could be ef- 
fected peaceably? Having done this, should Le 
compton be admitted, we should at once organize 
the Government, and take such action as should 
best subserve the interest of the State. Indeed, 
were there no question as to who would receive 
the certificates of election, / am not certain but 
Kansas would be the gainer by being admitted un 
der any conceivable Constitution if the agitation 
could thus be ended, rather than to be left in con 
fusion with three State Constitutions and gov 
crnraents, beside the Territorial Government, 
for another year. Kansas has had her share of

bill. This is the truth, but as is usual with some 
Democratic papers when discussing the record 
of their adversaries, it is not the whole truth. It 
may not be improper to briefly state the fact? of 
the case as they appear upon the State Journals. 

Col. Hodges had been Public Printer for a 
number of years and had been doing the work 
with his office for the same prices that 
charged bv all those who had preceded 
him. In 1843 Mr. Tanner sent in a communica- 
tion to the Legislature, to the effect that the 
charges made by Col . Hodges were unreasonable 
and that the work could be done for a sum much 
smaller than that which had been previously paid 
to Co!. Hodges and those who preceded him in 
office The Legislature then invited both of 
these frer.tlemen to send in proposals, stating the 
sum for which they would do the work. In 
obedience to this request, Mr. Tanner sent a 
communication to the appropriate committee 
stating at what prices he could afford to do the 
work, and then adds as follows: 

"As near as I can make a calculation, this will 
make an average deduction on all the printing, 
of 20 per cent . It may be a little more or a lit 
tie less If it should be less. I am willing that 
the Auditor should be allowed to make the cal 
culation at the end of a year's printing and re 
duce it to that standard " It is the only equitable 
mode I can determine on, by which the proposi- 
tion can be reduced to practical operation, and I 
shall be willing that the Legislature shall so 
change the present law as to make it conform to 
these prices, after the election, if it shall be the 
pleasure of that honorable body to give me the 
work " 

Col. Undue* a!tx> made a reply, from which we 
clip the following extract: 

"I do not suppose it is the intention of the 
General Assembly to put up the Public Printing 
to the lowest bidder, although the terms of your 
uote would seem to imply such a determination 
on their part. If that be the case, I propose to 
perform the dmies of the Public Printer for 
tuyntg-fice per cent less than the rates paid for the 
orintinp of the last session of the Legislature. I 
certainly do not make this offer because I can 
afford i« do so, but simply because I do not in 
tend to outdone in any thir.g that claims to pro 
ceed from a devotion to the public interest. I am 
unwilling to he ousted from an office, the duties 
of whicl, I have endeavored to discharge, faith 
fully. bv competition of this kind. and. therefore. 
1 h*v»» determined !<• make an offer which would 
leave me scarcely any profit on the labor and 
capital necessarily employed."

0"lt does not pertain to Congress to in 
why the whole of this Kansas Constitution 
not submitted? While as individuals we might 
all desire, and, perhaps as members of that Con 
vention, should all vote for the submission of 
that entire Constitution to the people, it was the 
sole right of the Lecompton Convention to judge 
of the propriety oi a submission or non submis- 
sion of the Constitution in whole, or in part, to 
to the people for ratification. The validity of 
the instrument could not be impaired by a fail- 
ure to have submitted any part of it to the pop- 
ular vote. The people, through their Legislature, 
had. in the Convention act, a perfect right to 
have required the Constitution to be submitted, 
and the act was, as we have already shown, veto 
ed by Gov. Geary, b?cause it did not contain a 
provision for its submission to the people. The 
act was passed by a two thirds vote of the Legis 
laturc over his veto, and thus became a law. 

Popular so vereignty was then, as it would clear 
ly appear, against a submission of this Constitu- 
tion to the people; for it can hardly be supposed 
that two-thirds of the Legislature misrepresent 
ed the popular will. — J. W. Stevenson's speech 

In the two paragraphs above is embodied the 
new fact which was developed by the member 
from the Tenth District, in his recent speech in 
The fact, however, is of no impor 
he argument upon it is unworthy or 
John W. Stevenson's reputation as a sound rea- 
soner He knew, as well as be knew anything, 
that the Legislature which passed the Conven- 
tion act was elected by a very small portion of 
the inhabitants of Kansas, assisted by a large 
number of Missourians; that the large majority 
of the people of Kansas were opposed to the 
election of that Legislature, aud that in every 
case where the majority of the people returned 
members to the Legislature, the opposition major 
ity of that Legislature refused to permit them to 
take their seats. The Legislature having been 
fraudulently elected, and Mr. Stevenson knows 
that it was so elected,— by a band of invaders, 
and not by the people of Kansas— the mere fact 
that two thirds of that Legislature refused to 
provide for the submission of that Constitution to 
tho people, is no evidence that the people did not 
desire that submission. The Legislature of 
Kansas did not reflect the wishes of the people 
of Kansas, any more than the Convention called 
by their act reflected the wishes of that people. 
The entire proceedings in Kansas, from begin- 
ning to end, have been a gross violation of the 
rights of the people of Kansas. "Popular sov- 
ereignty"' in Kansas never was iu favor of the 

the Convention act. Popular sovereignty 
in Kansas never was in favor of the election of 
the Convention under that act. Popular sover- 
eignty is not and never was in favor of the Con- 
stitution adopted by that Convention, and now 
sought by a Democratic administration to be 
forced upon an unwilling people.
